KEEPING UP THE FIGHT. 


Congregational Ministers Organize to 
Oppose Rockefeller Gift. 


Boston, March 31 
Despite the fact 
that the prudential com m ittee of the 
A m erican board of oouiinissione’H for 
foreign m issions has practically de­ 
cided to a cc ept the gift of $ 100,000 
from John it. Rockefeller to further 
the work of the 
board, a com m ittee rep 
resenting the C ongregational clergy 
men of Boston and vicinity, w-l>o are 
opjiosed to the acceptance of the gift, 
have decided to continue the protest, 
it was agreed by ilie co m m ittee thai 
a wide ex pression of opinion on the 
question was desirable and for this 
purpose a com m it tee was appointed to 
subm it the facts and docum ents in the 
m a tte r to the C ongregational minis 
ters of the country. 
The prudential 
com m ittee will not take final action 
on the acceptance of Mr. Rockefeller’s 
gift for tw o weeks, and It is the inten­ 
tion of the protesting co m m ittee to 
learn if possible the general feeling 
among the clergym en of the denom ­ 
ination 
Dr. W ashington Gladden of Colum­ 
bus, O., and P resident T uck er of Dari 
mouth college w ere in com m unication 
with the com m ittee by telegraph and 
letter. 
P resid en t Tucker w rote in part 
as follows: 
“ I 
regard to the general position 
taken by the defenders of the action 
of the prudential com m ittee in accept 
ing Mr. R ockefeller's gift, that a mis 
slonary organization has no right to 
discrim inate in regard to money re­ 
ceived, lest it pass un w arran ted Judg 
ment upon the business m ethods of 
the donor, I 
t a k e issue at once. 
The 
acceptance by the American board of 
a gift from this source, under the pres­ 
ent conditions, m ust mean on e of two 
things. 
Kit her the hoard believes tha t 
the business methods involved a re cor­ 
rect, or that they are a m a tte r of moral 
Indifference so far as the reception of 
the money is concerned. 
F o r one, I 
do not like to see the A m erican board 
take either one of these 
positions 
Such action hurts the conscience of 
the coming generation m ore than that 
of the generation which is passing. 
I 
is not an incentive to m issionary zeal. 
“ No organization set to the high and 
lasting ends of Christian service can 
allow’ itself to be thought indifferent 
to the moral issues of the day. when 
e v e r these issuos are necea$arily af 
fected by its action.”
